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Royal Lead 


S an example of courageous expression of a point of view, H.R.H. the Duke 
of Edinburgh's remarks about a road racing circuit, made at the luncheon 
following the annual general meeting of the A.A., must rank high, It 

seemed absurd, said His Royal Highness, to be spending large sums developing 
the B.R.M. when there existed no road circuit in this country on which it could 
properly be run. He felt that racing ultimately “ improved the breed,” and tha: 
this country must inevitably lag behind its Continental rivals while the inability 
to close the roads for a Grand Prix race persisted. 

Every effort should be made to follow up this Royal lead in racing matters, and 
the authorities must surely be impressed by the possibilities, even if they think 
only of the financial aspect. Grand Prix racing, even on the imperfect airfield 
circuit at Silverstone, has proved capable of drawing a vaster crowd than the Cup 
Final, and it is notable that countries—including Ulster, within the United King- 
dom—which have long permitted organizations to hold races on their roads con 
tinue to do so with every keenness; the calendar gets more crowded every year 
Grand Prix racing being international in a wider sense than anything outside, say, 
Wimbledon tennis, it must inevitably assist in popularizing Britain among toreign 
tourists, and those who are disdainful of such endeavours are advised to look at 
the latest trade figures and think again. As for the objections of the more 
reactionary kind, they may be dismissed by pointing out that the noise and smell of 
racing are likely to occur only very infrequently in any neighbourhood concerned 
No one wants minor racing on the roads every weekend. 

Failing a true highway circuit, there is always Donington, which was excellent 
for the purpose. While G.P. racing is as popular and keenly contested as it ts 
today, and while Britain has a challenger for honours in the running, something 
must be done to organize true Grand Prix competition on a road circuit in this 


country. 
Dog and Dog 


HERE are occasions when dog must eat dog in the journalistic field for the 
sake of accuracy, and one such arises from a report early last month of the 
Nairobi correspondent of the Cape Argus that American vehicles were to 

be imported “ because British cars cannot stand up to the roads of Kenya.” As 
many Kenya motorists have good cause to know, this is an untrue statement, and 
the matter has been clarified from London by the $.M.M.T. 

The vehicles to be imported are “pick-ups” and light delivery vehicles, and 
they are being allocated to farmers and contractors using other than tarmac roads 
because they had said that only American cars were able to stand up to the con- 
ditions. No direct reference to British cars was made by the original critics 

Although in this knockabout post-war world the defamatory remark, rarely 
backed by knowledge, has become a commonplace, it behoves a journal such as 
this, with a world-wide circulation, to make i quite clear that the odium does 
not rest on British cars, and that there are no grounds at all for the concluding 
statement in the Cape Argus report that the Government of Kenya is satisfied that 
only American cars are suitable for unsurfaced roads 

We have often drawn attention to the ease with which reputations are damaged 
by the casual critic, and a word of advice to those who are forced to listen is not out 
of place. In the face of the verbal onslaught, it is worth while asking how much 
experience, and of how many cars, the critic is likely to have had. The staff of this 
journal drives many cars over many miles, it seeks every opportunity to learn more 
about them. Yet it would be the first to admit that its knowledge was not, and 
could never be, comprehensive in the literal sense of the term

N a previous article (* Aerodynamics of Motoring,” The 
Autocar, June 8) the following claim was made : — 


The 50 per cent fuel saving was shown to be theoretically 
possible at main road cruising speeds by cutting down the 
air resistance by two-thirds. On a conventional car at main 
road cruising speeds power is divided in the proportions of 
three-quarters to overcome air resistance and cne-quarter 
resistance. Thus by cutting down the air 
the total power requirement 1s

These claims were practically demonstrated by construct- 
ing on an old chassis a new body which wind tunnel tests 
had proved to need only one-third of the horse power the 
original body had required to reach its maximum speed of 
70 m.p.h. The theoretical benefits were not attained, how- 
ever, until the gear ratio was lowered by no less than 30 per 
cent. The reason for this disappointment was that the lower 
horse-power required on the streamlined model was being 
developed at the same high r.p.m., and the consequent small 
throttle opening seriously reduced engine efficiency and in- 
ereased the specific fuel consumption. The addition of an 
overdrive reduced the cruising r.p.m. from 4,000 to 2,800, 
ind restored a wide throttle opening and economical operat- 
ing conditions for the engine. 

By the same token (that only halt the horse-power was 
needed at the old maximum speed) the overdrive enabled 
the maximum speed of the car to increase by 30 per cent 
within the range of permissible engine r.p.m. Since this 
increase in performance is not one of the primary objectives 
in an economy vehicle, reference to th: performance curves 
shown in Fig. 1 will show that, if content with the old per- 
formance, an engine of half the capacity would suffice 
There is, of course, a serious disadvantage in this, since 
torque is proportional to capacity and, therefore, initial 
acceleration or getaway will be similarly reduced in the same

vehicle. To restore it, the vehicle weight must be halved— 
a tall order! Nevertheless, the benefits are sufficiently great 
to merit a thorough investigation. To start with, a reduction 
becomes possible throughout the mechanism of the car, and 
to a lesser extent in the structure as well. A smaller engine 
needs a smaller radiator, clutch, gear box, propeller-shatt, 
rear axle, springs, and perhaps tyres, all of which not only 
weigh less but also cost less, and a saving in purchase price 
is of equal attraction to operating economy. 

Some increase in initial cost might be economically worth 
while. But it would probably be unwise for any manufac- 
turer to initiate an extensive production programme on this 
basis. On the other hand, a very different layout from the 
conventional might well find popular favour 

To revert to the substitution of a half-sized engine, the 
mechanism weighs only about 40 per cent of the complete 
vehicle, so that not more than about 15 per cent all-up 
weight would be saved from this alone. Even if we admit 
the possibility of saving several inches of wheelbase to 
acconumodate a shorter engine, such gains are very small. 
In addition to the weight question the shorter bonnet and 
the lower radiator will tend to improve the acrodynamic 
torm; but, here again, this is hardly tackling the problem in 
the right way. 


The Optimum 


Since the economy sought is derived solely from the ex- 
ternal shape of the body it would seem logical to determine 
the optimum form and proportions, or the nearest approach 
to them which present-day materials and manufacturing 
processes will produce, and then see how to arrange the 
mechanism and passenger space to best advantage. So many 
milhons of hours of development have gone into an almost 
unlimited variety of designs of all the mechanical parts of 
acar that any variety proposed should prove the least obstacle 
in rearranging the layout. What appears to be a greater 
obstacle 1s the passenger space, which it has been promised 
not to reduce. Some rearrangement appears necessary and 
you must judge for yourselves whether what is proposed 
fulfils your requirements. This is important. You, the 
customers, decide how soon a truly aerodynamic car wil! 
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=A Second Study 


appear on the market, and you have not been wholcheartedly 
encouraging to those manufacturers who have had the 
courage to offer streamlined models in the past—partly 
because of conservatism, and partly because of the designer's 
interest in performance rather than economy. 

Before we go on to discover that shapes logically arrived 
at from fundamental aerodynamic considerations, and un- 
hampered by structural compromise, are by no means 
unattractive, it is profitable to examine the limitations super- 
imposed upon a satisfactory basic shape by what was a typical 
chassis of twenty years ago. Examination of my Mode! C 
in Fig. 2 reveals a frame mounted on leaf springs, with a 
rigid I-beam front axle, and an engine set well back behind 
it, and Occupying a considerable proportion of the wheelbase. 

[he frame was not, of course, underslung originally, but 
to invert it was our only major chassis modification.) 
Although the wheelbase was very long for what often is stull 
oddly known as a “10 h.p.” car, on the original saloon it 
had been necessary to seat the rear passengers right over 
the rear axle, which made the vehicle extremely high and 
resulted in a large frontal area. Since we had not the 
facilities to remount the engine much farther forward in 
the frame, our low seating and the need to keep down the 
frontal area to a minimum prevented us from having rear 
seats at all. On the other hand, the envelope shape permitted 
three side-by-side seats without increasing the overall width 
of the car, although here again a chassis limitation restricted 
the central accommodation to a “very small person,” owing 
to the height of the propeller-shaft. 


Revealing Hood 


The choice of an open body was purely a personal taste, 
since this vehicle served the dual purpose of experimental 
model and private transport over a very considerable period. 
Incidentally, the hood ballooned out to a well-curved con- 
tour at speed as the result of suction forces arising from the 
slope of the screen. A saloon top having a “slip-stream” 
back would obviously have possessed somewhat better aero- 
dynamic characteristics. 

The ugliest feature of all, the extreme length and plain- 
ness of the bonnet, arose first from the rearward mounting 
of the engine, and secondly from an economic need to 
restrict panel beating to the four wings or quarters. All the 
other panels were simply curved and flanged to simplify 
manufacture. The three-piece windscreen was necessary 
because curved safety glass was not readily available at the 
time. Surprisingly, it had very littl detrimental effect on 
the air flow. In spite of its large angle of inclination, reflec- 
tions were overcome quite easily by projecting the instru- 
ment panel a long way from the screen, and covering the 
resulting “shelf” with hood cloth which, of course, has a 
matt surface. A final point of interest is the fully ducted 
radiator, which contributed to at least 25 per cent of the

drag reduction. It may be of interest that it was a retired 
oil cooler from a German Junkers 88 aircraft, having about 
half a square foot of matrix area, and being Sin thick. 
Without pump or fan this cooling system worked perfectly 
in London traffic or the Scottish Highlands. In fact! the 
normal running temperature was too low! 

Let us for the moment abandon any consideration of con- 
ventional layouts and see‘ precisely what shape is needed to 
cut down the drag, to yield the ultsmate economy. There 
is a simple formula for drag :

The variation in shape, however, provides much 
scope for improvement, as was demonstrated by the 
experimental model. To take the extremes: in the worst 
ce, if a square board is held perpendicular to the wind, drag 
surements show that the form constant K has a value 
00325, whereas the ideal shape, which is well known as 
tear-drop,” has an absolute minimum value of 0.00008, 
viuich 1s one fortieth as big! 

This comes from the fact that the flow over the flat board 
is entirely turbulent, creating a long wake of disturbed air 
behind it, whereas the streamlined body merely slows it up 
a little by “skin friction” and the viscous property of the 
ur (Fig. 4). For a car, this ideal is impracticable for a 
number of reasons. If it is placed near the ground the 
tlow around it is so disturbed that the drag coefficient K 
is more than trebled. Furthermore, it does not need a 
close analysis to show that a circular frontal area is quite 
ridiculous from the point of view both of attaching wheels 
beneath and that of seating people inside! Moreover the 
ideal shape varies with the forward speed at which it is 
intended to operate, and at normal cruising speeds benefit 
would be gained by turning the tear-drop into an egg. With

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a few modifications, the egg can be moulded into a form 
suitable for travelling within a few inches of the ground, and 
we arrive at the optimum earth-bound aerodynamic form. 

Simple, generous curves make possible what has long 
been regarded as desirable but impracticable in body design, 
the substitution of aluminium for steel. Im the past the 
rather abrupt contours necessitated deep draws which were 
beyond the possibilities of aluminium sheets. Of recent 
years alloys containing small percentages of magnesium 
have been developed, which will draw to a depth of about 
70 per cent of that of body steel sheets, which is adequate 
for the new simple forms. The new alloys possess the required 
strength in the same gauges as steel, where deep drawing 
has work-hardened the material. With an acrodynamic 
shape there is a sensibly equal amount of work-hardening 
throughout the body, and thus weight saving is in the ratio 
of the density of the two materials, namely 3 to 1. The 
price increase is thereby considerably offset. In conjunction 
with the half-sized engine and transmission we are now well 
on the way to reducing the weight of the new vehicle almost 
enough to restore the initial acceleration. 

The integrated shape surely suggests that the body and 
chassis should be integrated likewise. In a structure of the 
general proportions of a car, if it is stiff enough in torsion 
to withstand the impact of a given obstruction on one front 
wheel at maximum speeds it will be normally amply stiff 
as a beam, i.c., to withstand the same shock on two wheels 
simuhaneously. People have talked about “monocoque ” 
structures for a long time, in which the skin, which is neces- 
sary to keep out the wind and rain anyway, carries the 
operating stresses without the support of a separate struc- 
ture. We may refer to the simile of the egg. If you take

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an ege shell and apply a load to it longitudinally, say by 
squeezing it in your hand, the load it will support without 
crushing 1s out of all proportion to its weight. Similarly 
you cannot twist one end relative to the other. If, now, you 
make. a hole in it, it will collapse under cither form of 
loading at a much lower figure. 

Now the old car was all holes (Fig. 5)—the whole of 
ferside was a hole, for instance, and even in the roof 
was another, which has now fortunately gone out of 
nm. as also have opening windscreens. But let us make 

structurally an egg and hang the wheel suspension units 
v on it, allowing it to run continuously down the sides 
cross the underside of the car with cut-outs for the 

wheels. The sliding roof and opening screen have already 
gone (it is really surprising what high stresses go through the 
fixed windscreen!). That leaves door openings, bonnet

opening and luggage locker hd. Would it be too much of 
a sacrifice to eliminate the last of these? In the seating 
arrangement that I shall shortly propose you will see that 
this would prove no great disadvantage. 

The bonnet opening, too, could go, that is to say, as a 
structural problem, by shifting our smaller engine completely 
ahead of the front wheels, and terminating our main struc- 
ture at the engine bulkhead, which can then be located 
practically on the front wheel, centres where the load is 
applied. The front cowling can then be made to hinge so 
as to provide excellent accessibility. The door openings are, 
of course, essential, but they present less of a problem. 
When a monocoque structure is subjected to torsional Icads 
every part of its surface is subjected to a “shear flow.” 
When an opening is made this shear flow is unsupported, 
and buckling and subsequent failure occur. Round the door 
openings a certain amount of subsidiary structure is neces- 
sary for door shutting, draught sealing and so on. Thus 
we have an automatic support for the shear flows at the 
edges of the remaining hole and as the new seating eliminates 
the need for four doors, this last one is smaller, anyway. 

Some sort of support would have to be given to the edges 
of the wheel cut-outs, but these gain some benefit from 
being circular and having no sharp corners where high con- 
centrations of stress might occur. If we stick to a 
conventional transmission, not only does it interfere with 
passenger space, particularly now that we have eliminated 
the chassis frame and can cut down the frontal area by 
“ sitting on the floor,” but also we shall have to make more 
holes for maintenance and replacement, and waste more 
weight in supporting their edges. Since we are talking of 
very small engine siz@s, not only the engine (which might 
well be a flat-twin) but also the transmission could all be 
placed at the front end without excessive overhang and the 
drive be taken logically through the front wheels. The for- 
ward centre of gravity thus created is of considerable benefit 
in stabilizing the car directionally at speed, a problem which 
reaches sizeable proportions on a well-streamlined vehicle 
such as this 

The form of the new vehicle is thus becoming clear, but 
we have not yet arrived at the more difficult question of 
seating. We have determined upon a form divided into 
two parts, although these are blended somewhat carefully

together. The tower hali ts naturally more affected by the 
proximity of the road, which exerts a two-dimensional intlu- 
ence on the air flow over it. The side profile is thus ihe 
most important. What the Americans refer to as the “ turret 
top” is more free from this influence, and we have a choice 
as to whether to taper it off in plan or in profile. Which- 
ever the choice, if we are to achieve the smallest and there- 
fore lightest possible car tor the maximum passenger space, 
we obviously cannot emplov the conventional two-by-tw« 
seating arrangement. 

Since this number of seats is apparently a necessity (at 
least it has withstood the test of time) it looks as if, when 
we sit three of our passengers side by side in the full-width 
body that we now have, one alone must sit behind! Is 
this really a disadvantage? An average opinion, if statistics 
are anything to go by, would show that this arrangement 
is actually of more general use than the old. On British 
main roads analysis shows that most cars spend at least 8 
per cent of their time with only the driver on board aud » 
further 10 per cent with only one passenger. The percentage 
carrying more than three people is surprisingly small—less 
than five! So the triple front seat arrangement is generally 
more companionable and, incidentally, is extremely bene- 
ficial from the viewpoint of weight distribution and 
directional stability. From the statistics it would be reason- 
able to regard the fourth (Fig. 6) passenger as an occasional! 
occupant and he might not be inconvenienced if he were 
seated at an angle across the car, which increases everyone's 
leg room on a very short wheelbase with a good streamlined 
profile. This rear seat could, of course, accommodate more 
than one child, and fold flat to make a really big luggage 
locker. Now that dust sealing is so efficient, do we really 
need a partition between the seating and luggage? 


Lozenging 


The alternative might be a little more difficult to accept, 
but is unquestionably more of an ideal. Whereas the 
wheel arches restrict the forward location of the two out- 
board front passengers, the semi-circular windscreen, in 
conjunction with the short transmission postulated, would 
allow a central driving seat to be moved some eight inches 
forward, where the position would be ideal from the point 
of view of vision and elbow room. In fact, without losing 
the latter, the total width of the car and therefore its area 
might well be reduced with this arrangement. The two 
passengers would find conversation with each other as easy 
as with the driver. Now if we have a turret top which 
tapers in plan, a rapidly falling profile is no longer necessary. 
The rear passenger can sit straight in the middle of the car 
an‘l not be too far “ out of things” by virtue of the rearward 
displacement of the other two passengers. The other 
advantages hold equally for this model. 

What iz would look like can be seen in Figures 6 and 7. 
Thev show a rather different conception from what we are 
used to at the moment, perhaps, and yet is this not a 
logical development? And remember u would cost less 
than today’s car of equivalent performance, and cover more 
than twice as many miles to each gallon of prohibiurvely 
expensive petrol.

RITING from Scotland, a corre- 
spondent relates how the police, 
using a decelerometer, tested his 

brakes and decided that his hand brake 
was inefficient. His foot brakes were 
found to be 95 per cent efficient, but

The letter gives me food for thought, 
because I wonder what figure the police 
regard as “ efficient” for a hand brake. 
Hand brakes are not now designed to 
be particularly efficient as “stoppers,” 
whatever their abilities as parking 
devices, and since the adoption of the 
umbrella handle, they have become, on 
casual observation, less efficient than 


ever (although one central lever system 
I know is as unsatisfactory as any). 

I should not think that many hand 
brakes are likely to show a vastly 
superior figure.

"THAT extraordinary organization, the 

AA., held its annual general meeting 
in London last week, under the chair- 
manship of its new presideni, H.R.H. the 
Duke of Edinburgh. The magnitude oi 
the AA. can be judged, admittedly, by 
its membership of over one million, and 
it can also be judged by its vast income 
of over three and a half million pounds 
for the vear ended December 31, 1950 
Of this, 96.6 per cent was spent, leaving 
a balance of 3.4 per cent, so that members 
can rest assured that their moncy comes

The chairman of the organization, the 
Rev. Canon F. W. Hassard-Short, intro- 
duced the report, which showed that cx- 
pansion had taken place under nearly 
every heading of the A.A.’s activities, 
notabls foreign touring.

Ferrari Again Victorious 


ALFA ROMEO LOSE 
the success 


ONSOLIDATING 

already gained at Silverstone, 

Ferrari not only won the German 
G.P. last Sunday on the famous Nur- 
burg Ring circuit in the Eifel moun- 
tains, but also took third, fourth and 
fifth places, all their cars finishing. By 
contrast, only one Alfa Romeo was 
still running at the finish—that of 
Fangio, who gained a brilliant second 
place in difficult circumstances. The 
weather throughout the race was dull 
but fine, with very occasional gleams 
ef sunshine, and the traditional 
enormous crowd turned out to watch 
the race, many hundreds of people

camping on the surrounds of the course 
for days before the race. This puts 
Ascari into second place for the World 
Championship with 17 points against 
Fangio’s 28; Villoresi, Gonzalez and 
Farina tie for third place with 15 points 
each. 

In the 500 c.c. race which preceded 
the Grand Prix, British Coopers took 
the first five places, a Swedish Effyh 
finishing sixth. Stirling Moss in the 
Kieft put up a record lap and led with 
great ease for two laps, but then a 
fractured steering arm put him out of 
the race, fortunately without damage to 
car or driver. 


"THE practice period for the race had 
revealed an unprecedented state of 
affairs, with Alfa Romeo positively rattled 
and Ferrari making the two best practice 
times. These were put up by Ascari and 
Gonzalez, with times of 8m 55.8s and 9m 
57.5s respectively; Fangio, the best of the 
Alfa team, scored 9m 59s. But this was 
partly owing to the fact that the Alfa 
équipe were undecided as to the correct 
axle ratio and tyre size to employ; in 
fact, they did not decide these major items 
until the last day of practice 
Nor did they decide any earlier the 
exact compo f their team; the 
fourth car \ finally given to Paul 


Pietsch, the German driver, who had only 
had three laps practice with it in the last 
session The evening before the race 
showed the Ferraris to be locked up in 
their sheds in silence and contentment, 
while the Alfa garages were a scene of 
pandemonium, comparatively speaking 
The axle ratios were being changed on 
two of the cars; Fangio had crashed one 
in the last session (this, however, was the 
spare car), sliding sideways into a hedge 
in his endeavour to beat Ascari’s time and 
finishing up on the edge of a steep slope, 
while the fourth car had engine troubles 
which took some little time to cure. This 
was indeed a change of fortune 


IN SUCCESSION 


The luckiest man in Germany during 
the practice period was David Murray, 
who overdid matters on a fast bend on 
the Kottenborn and turned his 4CLT 
Maserati over among some trees; the car 
was virtually written off, but David extri- 
cated himself and crawled “out from 
under ” along a ditch with literally hardly 
a scratch to show for it. Trouble was rife 
among the formula 3 cars, of which there 
was a motley collection of amateur 
German specials in addition to the better- 
known makes; in this Category, however, 
Moss put in one lap in practice in the 
extraordinary time of Ilm 31.8s, which 
was faster than for several cars taking part 
in the Grand Prix and forty seconds faster 
than any other car in the 500 c.c. class; 
the Coopers of Whitehouse and Carter 
were second and third fastest with 12m

“THER appetite thus whetted for what 
was to come, the crowds waited ex- 
pectantly for the start of the German 
G.P. This was to have been at 12 noon, 
but by the time all was ready it, was 
about 25 minutes past. The front row of 
the starting grid was made up of Ascari 
(12-plug Ferrari), Gonzalez (24-plug 
Ferrari), and Fangio and Farina with the 
two de Dion-suspended Alfa Romeos 
Behind them came Villoresi and Taruffi 
24-plug Ferraris) and Pietsch (Alfa 
Romeo); then Fischer (2.6-litre Ferrari), 
Manzon (1.5-litre supercharged Simca 
Gordini), Bonetto (Alfa Romeo) and 
Giraud-Cabantous (Talbot The rest of 
the field was made up of Simon and Trin- 
tignant (Simca-Gordinis), Branca and de 
Gratfenriced (4CLT Maseratis) and the 
Talbots of Rosier, Chiron, Etancelin, 
Levegh, Clacs, Swaters and Duncan 
Hamilton. Swaters is a young Belgian, 
another member of the recently formed 
Ecurie Belgique (this was the car driven

Later on I drove up the fine tarred 
road that takes one from Meknes to Ifrane (in an hour), the 
hill station of Morocco, 6,000ft up in the magnificent forests 
of giant cedars. Here one might almost be in the Alps— 
cool, clear streams, green forest glades spangled with alpine 
flowers, a crisp air and refreshingly cool nights. There are 
several excellent-hotels, and an enormous swimming-pool. 

I drove on over the 6,000ft plateau of the Middle Atlas 
and for miles across its undulating expanse of hills and 
old, cedar-crowned volcanic cones; through the Gorge of 
Foum Kreneg, where the river is full of big trout, to the 
Lake of Sidi Ali, crystal clear in a cirque of high hills, 
where there is an excellent tourist hotel, and on to the 
6,500ft Col de Zad. Here the tarred road ends, but a good 
dirt road carries on, excellently graded and maintained, down 
to Midelt at the foot of the 12,000ft snow-capped Ayachi 
Mountains. To go to Midelt and beyond a French mili- 
tary permit must be obtained to enter what is called the 
“Zone of Insecurity ”; this is quickly granted at Meknes or 
Fez and its main purpose is to ensure that no unsuitable 
vehicles go through to the desert and then get into difficulties. 

After Midelt the road climbs a wild pass and drops to 
the first great fortress villages of the south. Soon it plunges 
into the gorges of the Ziz River, and for some thirty miles 
winds down a deep ravine betwen barren mountainsides of 
weirdly stratified red, ochre, or lilac rock that rise for 
thousands of feet on either hand. Farther on it widens and 
a narrow ribbon of date palms borders the road. At last you 
emerge from the hills and before you lies the vast red 
expanse of the desert stretching out to the horizon. Five 
miles away rise the ramparts of Ksar-es-Souk, one of the 
most important outposts of the Foreign Legion. 

Here I took the road that leads due south to the Tafiler 
Oasis, 100 miles away, pausing after 20 miles to visit the 
Oasis of Meski, hidden below 200ft cliffs in a rocky hollow 
in the desert. In this lovely spot a spring gushes out into 
a huge, clear pool of vivid blue water, beneath the shade 
of the palms. After this the road became very rough, and 
when I reached the sand-dunes near Erfoud the sand had 
blown across it, necessitating a detour marked by two rows

dwellers. Although the roads are very rough, a small and 
very comfortable rest-house has just been built here, com- 
plete with swimming-pool and shady garden. Taking a 
track which has about one military Jeep over it per week, 
I finally came to Goulmina on the edge of the Mauretanian 
desert, in time for the great camel market of the Blue Men, 
a fierce tribe of nomads of the Bedouin type. At night I 
went with them to be entertained by the Blue Dancers, 
girls who dance on their knees to the rhythm of drums 
and barbaric chanting. 

Although the desert country may sound frightening, it 
need have no terrors for reasonably experienced drivers. 
On the main routes one can get water every twenty miles 
or so, and oil and petrol every forty or fifty. An Arab 
bus passes every day, one way or another, so it is impossible 
to become stranded.

Where Does the G.P. Car Score? 


[63538.}—Having followed the sport of motor racing on both 
road and track with keen interest since 1903 I should © tm much 
like the answer to the question that follows. But, before I ask 
it, I would like to offer my heartiest congratulations to all con- 
cerned with the B.R.M. on the grand demonstration of high-speed 
reliability put up at Silverstone by the two-practically untested 
cars entered in the British G.P. May that success mean that 
the car’s “ teething troubles” are over at last, and may it be the 
forerunner of great successes in the future. 

Having said that, I now want to ask: “What is the object 
of spending hundreds of thousands of pounds on these over-

BED-SITTERS 
Easy Conversion of an Austin A.40 


[63542.]—Your article “A Morris Bed-sitter” (July 20) prompts 
me to describe to you how my wife and I enjoy a similar con- 
version (but without any structural alteration) to our Austin A.40. 

First, the small catch which prevents each front seat from 
being completely withdrawn from the runners is unscrewed and, 
also, the two screws which hold the back cushion of the rear 
seat are withdrawn from within the locker. 

Both front seats are then withdrawn from the runners and 
placed sideways with the back of each seat resting against 
the centre door pillar. The front seats are now in the centre 
of = car facing each other (they do not quice meet at the 
centre). 

Next, the bottom cushion of the rear seat is removed and 
placed on the floor between the front seats and the pedals, 
thick edge towards the rear. Then the “back cushion of the 
rear seat is placed in the position vacated by the bottom cushion. 
The reason for this exchange is that the original bottom cushion 
is too high at the front and forms a ridge. 

This whole operation takes less than five minutes after the 
first attempt and results in a very comfortable bed for two. 

I am over six feet in height and can stretch out in comfort, 
something which cannot be said of some hotel beds.

Most motorists desirous of prolonging the life of their engines 
xould drain the sump should the lubricant discolour and darken.

FRONT WHEEL DRIVE 
Zauses of Under- and Oversteer 


63544.]|—The mathematical considerations of Mr. P. Richardson 
(63522] on f.w.d. cornering are quite correct theoretically— 
unfortunately, he omits to mention that his considerations must 
assume a “theoretically” rigid tyre! 

If slip angle were dependent only upon centrifugal force and 
torque, as he would have us believe, then altering front tyre 
pressures and using harder or softer walled tyres would have 
no effect upon under- or oversteering characteristics—which 
is, of course, completely fallacious 

It is a well-known and experienced fact that decreasing the 
pressures of front tyres will tend to give understeer and, similarly, 
decreasing pressures of the back tyres will tend to give oversteer 
Also, under given conditions, the substitution of a softer-walled 
tyre on the front will tend to give understeer and, on the back, 
oversteer. 

The explanation is that skp angle is largely a function of 
the side deflection of the tyre—low pressures and soft walls 
allow a large deflection, high pressures and hard walls allow 
much less deflection 
Now, to understand why a f.w.d. car understeers with the

T might be of interest to the ordinary 
Javelin owner to hear the experi- 
ences of another ordinary Javelin 

owner who has used his car both for his 
profession and for family conveyance, 
and also for competition. In the course 
of my profession this car has completed 
50,000 miles. When I decided to enter 
for “the Alpine” of 1951 it was only 
because of reasonable wear and tear 
that a reconditioned engine was in- 
stalled in this car and the extra pre- 
caution taken of fitting an oil cooler. 
Alfin brake drums, by Wellworthy, 
were added. The degree of tune 
obtained was by close attention to the 
standard tuning notes issued by Jowett 
Cars, Ltd., maintaining the standard 
compression ratio of 7.2 to 1. 

Beyond these modifications the car 
was standard, maintained by an ordin- 
ary Jowett agent; but in the course of 
its life scrupulous care had been taken 
to ensure that the lubrication was as 
advised by the manufacturers. The 
tyres were standard Michelin 5.25-16, 
and the oil used was the grade of 
Mobiloil advised by the manufacturers. 
The brakes were the standard fully 
hydraulic Girling. 

It was clear from the beginning that 
the Javelin could maintain time only if 
it kept its full reliability, for, as the 
enlightened will know, the Alpine this 
year was run to a 30-minute time limit 
which precluded any possibility of 
mechanical adjustment whatsoever, 
unless of a minor character, or unless 
the car was fast enough to maintain 
schedule time completely. Many 
readers will have no doubt been over 
the passes—Galibier, Iseran, Izoard, 
St. Bernard, Stelvio, Falzarego, Pordoi, 
and many others, but to contemplate 
an average of nearly 35 m.p.h. over 
these passes, which rise to a height of

nearly 9,000ft, is beyond the ordinary 
realms of the family motorist; let me 
state quite clearly that the Alpine is 
the great test, la grande épreuve, of the 
touring car. No other test has yet been 
devised which gives such assurance to 
the ordinary motorist of the reliability 
of his car. 

Not unnaturally, in the extremely 
severe tests, I lost considerable time, 
but the maximum loss at any stage was 
16 minutes, and that on the Stelvio 
after an 18-minute stop at a railway 
crossing at the base of the pass. I was 
fortunate enough to be able to make up 
two minutes in the Javelin over this 
climb, the speed of the climb being sur- 
passed in the class only by two Jowett 
Jupiters and two H.R.G.s. But, unfor- 
tunately, I could not make up the heavy 
loss caused by the long wait. It was 
possible for other competitors in low- 
built sports cars to pass under the hori- 
zontal bars of this railway crossing, 
whereas the Javelin was too high.

The car on its autostrade speed test 
easily maintained its average for 120 
miles, although the outside temperature 
was over 105 deg in the shade and a 
certain amount of time was lost between 
Bolzano and Cortina d’Ampezzo, again 
owing to road delays and traffic lights.

Great St. Bernard, only four minutes 
were lost. It may not be realized that 
the principle of driving in the Alpine 
is to make up time on the downhill 
grades on the cars of low horse-power. 
On the uphill grades, with average 
slopes of about 1 in 8 of 17 to 20 miles, 
time is bound to be lost, especially as, 
in the consecutive hairpins, which on 
climbs like the Stelvio contain as many 
as ten complete changes of direction in 
two kilometres, it is impossible for any 
car in existence to maintain 35 m.p.h. 
average, and the hairpins bring one 
down to speeds of 20 m.p.h. or less. It 
is, therefore, to the great advantage of 
a car to have enormous reserves of 
horse-power. 

The maximum speed of the Javelin 
is about 35 m.p.h. in second and 55 
m.p.h. in third, whereas some of the 
biggest cars will exceed 75 m.p.h. in 
second. Therefore, the only method of 
making up time on the low horse-power 
voitures is downhill, by means of super- 
lative brakes which are absolutely fade- 
proof; at any rate, by means of adequate 
performance by completely fade-proof 
brakes my average never dropped below 
the 34 m.p.h. minimum required by 
the organizers. 

On the sixth day the organizers de- 
vised a test which I think must stand 
as the most severe of all time. They 
timed short sections of 100 miles or less 
over two passes and to the top of the 
third, this allowing no possibility of 
recovery on the downhill section of the

Under the Magnifying 


1: THE DIAPHRAGM AND 


The article on this page is the first of a 
series designed to familiarize owners with 
the basic principles and detail working of 
their cars. The modern car is now so 
intricate that a great deal of knowledge is 
required before the owner can claim that he 
knows “all about cars "’, but it is hoped that 
this series will help him along the road to 
complete knowledge. The articles will be 
published at such intervals as space require- 
ments dictate. 


RIGINALLY the position or 
O distance before top dead centre 

at which an engine began to fire 
was controlled by a hand lever (often 
fitted to the centre of the steering 
column), and skill was required to 
maintain this lever in the best position, 
depending on the engine load and 
speed. 

As cars became more popular and 
drivers perhaps less skilful, it was icut 
that some form of automatic control 
over the ignition point was required. 
This brought about what is known to- 
day as the centrifugal advance mech in- 
ism on the distributor

THE TWO SMALL SPRINGS 


This mechanism, which is to be 
found underneath the plate holding the 
contact-breaker points, consists of t.vo 
balance weights and two small sprin:s, 
driven by the distributor shaft. As the 
centrifugal force is increased, or de- 
creased, owing to a change in engine 
speed, so is the ignition advanced «ond 
retarded. 

However, things are not quite so 
simple as this, as it is found that the 
amount of advance required from, say, 
400 to 1,000 r.p.m. is not directly pro- 
portionate to the amount required >ver 
a similar speed range from 1,200 to 
1,800 revs. To overcome this difficulty 
two springs are fitted which may have 
different rates and often different 1.i- 
tial loading points. To find out what 
setting is required it is usual to movnt 
the engine on a test bed and fit it with 
manually controlled ignition. The 
engine is then tested over its entire 
speed range and at intervals of, say, 
100 r.p.m. the ignition is adjusted by 
hand so that the engine produces its 
greatest power. All these settings are 
then carefully plotted and the 
ideal ignition setting over the 
entire speed range can be ascer- 
tained. This ideal curve is 
shown in figure 1. 

At this stage of development 
the distributor manufacturer 
arranges the centrifugal ad- 
vance mechanism in such a way 
that it will correspond almost 
exactly to the ideal setting 
without the use of a hand coh- 
trol. It can be seen that, in 
the particular case of figure 1, 
the first spring controls the 
movement of the distributor

rotor for speeds up to 1,050 
r.p.m., and at this speed all the 
free movement has been re- 
moved from the second spring.

This-spring modifies the mechanism 
further, following the second part of 
the ideal curve, until a speed of 2,280 
r.p.m. is reached, when the balance 
weights come up against limit stops 

Centrifugal mechanism provide: 
variation proportionate to engine revo- 
lutions at full load, but it does not pro 
vide any variation relative to par 
throttle loading. However, it is pos: 
sible to arrange this by means of :; 
vacuum unit which modifies the 
advance curve, not in proportion to the 
engine revs but in accordance with the 
manifold depression or suction acting 
on a diaphragm. 

A small hole is drilled in the atmos- 
pheric side of the carburettor. With 
the throttle closed the hole is open to 
the atmosphere and does not cause any 
movement of the diaphragm. When 
the throttle is partly open the man.fold 
depression will cause movement of the 
diaphragm, and in consequence the 
ignition will be advanced, but further 
opening of the throttle will reduce the 
depression (the bigger the hole, the 
easier the air entry!), and consequently 
will allow the diaphragm to return to 
atmospheric or free position. 

The effect o this ignition moditica 
tion on engine performance is perhaps 
better shown graphically in figure 2. 
Point PM shows the point of advance 
required for maximum power at ‘ull 
load, while point $ on the line PM-A 
shows that at the same engine r.p.m. at 
half-throttle, greater advance is re- 
quired for maximum power. This 
means, then, that for a given amount of 
power required a smaller part throttle 
opening can he used

ELL, the first full-scale German 

G.P. to be held since the palmy 

days of Mercedes-Benz and Auto- 
Union has come and gone, and a very 
fine race it was. Ferrari almost deserved 
to lose it, as their pitwork was not nearly 
so good as usual; in fact, during the 
refuelling of Gonzalez’ car, the mechanic 
whose duties include throwing a canful 
of water over the tail of the car to wash 
off. spilt fuel, started to perform this 
operation while the enormous filler was 
still open. The chief mechanic just hit 
him in time to divert his aim, and the 
water landed on the surrounding per- 
sonnel instead. 

But Alfa Romeo certainly did not 
deserve to win; there was almost a de- 
featist air about their camp at times, and 
an unwonted air of indecision. Not to 
have decided earlier on the axle ratio and 
tyre size was a cardinal error; the ratios 
were changed twice, in spite of Fangio’s 
definite statement as to which ratio he 
considered correct, and the mechanics 
literally were on the verge of a strike 
during the Saturday afternoon. As it was, 
they had to work all through that night. 
After trying several drivers during prac- 
tice, it was finally decided to give the 
fourth car to Pietsch; so late was this 
decision that he got only three laps of 
practice—not much for your first taste of 
400 b.h.p., however well you know the 
course! He then slid off the road during 
the race, and can hardly be blamed for it. 

One thing is certain: Alfa Romeo will 
have to do some very hard thinking before 
the Italian G.P. at Monza in September. 
The days of their easy supremacy in 
Grand Prix racing are over for the pre- 
sent, at least; yet the cars still give more 
power than those of the.r rivals, and many 
successes can still be theirs.
